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PREFACE. 


I T Would be fuperfluous to 
lay any thing in commenda¬ 
tion of the Pfalms of David > 
everybody Knows in what ve¬ 
neration they have been with 
the whole Church of God in all 
times and places. Moffc of the 
holy fathers obferve , that 
they alone containe the whole 
fubltanceof theold Teltament ; 
for all thac Moles delivers by 
way of hiliory , or by way of 
precept y and all that the red 
of the Prophets have Writ to 
exhort to vercue , and todecerr 
from vices or to propheevthings 
to come , is to be found in the 
Halms fuccinctly 5c diflinefcly 
fett forth: And this, I may fay> 
is not only the fenfe of all the 



holy Fathers in generall > but 
even of Jefus Chrift himlelf, 
and of his Apoftles, who upon 
all occafions of eftablishing 
their Doctrine , And proving 
him to be the Meffias , molt 
ufually cite texts out of the 
5. Baf. Pfalms S. Bafil lays They arc a per 

fct famine cf all'Th cologit , They pro - 
Xo.i! phecy things to co/ne> They an a his to - 

ry of thingspafl ; They prefer the rules 
ho w r thought to live, and hc\j y^ee 
are to be faved : Much more to the 
fame purpofe is laidbv thai holy 
Father. S. Auftin tells us that 
David xcas infpired bv the holy 
Gholt to teach all the faithful! 
the lan^uacre they are to ule in

addrelfing themlelves to God :

expreflions as thefe > cancerning 
the Pfalms: For which reafou 
it is, that the Church of God 
in all ages has made the Pfalms 
ro be the principall part of 
Chriftian devotion, by maKeing 
day ly ufe of them in the public k 
liturgies,and by obliging all Ec- 
clefiafticKs to recite them all 
over once every wee K, and alllo 
by recommending them to the 
faithfull in generall for their 
privat devotions.. 

The more generally they are* 

ufed the more necefl'ary it fee- 
mes to be that they should be 
well underftood $ fince light in 
the underftanding contributes- 
much to fervour in the heart 
and in the will , wherfor the 
labour ( Gods grace aflifting 
therunto ) may prove not un¬ 
profitable which hath been im- 
ploy’d in this prefenc Tranila-

I 
may alfo add that this worK 
has been reviled and corrected 
by fome perfons who are the 
moft propper judges of fuch 
writings 5 yet ftill it may very 
well be,that the faults were coo 
many to be all of them Ipy’d 
and amended : however if the 
defeats which ftill remain may 
prove a motive to fome abler 
hand to undcrta Ke the worK ,
